IN THE UNITED STATES 
Business Activity for the 4-week period ending May 18 
was down 1 per cent from the previous 4 weeks and was 2 
per cent below the corresponding period in 1956 but for the 
first 4 months of the year was fractionally above last year, 
according to the New York Times activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
up 6 per cent from the previous 4 weeks but were 8 per 
cent below April 1956, and for the first 4 months of the 
year were 6 per cent below last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were down 2 per 
cent in April from March but were 4 per cent above April 
1956, and for the first 4 months of the year were 7 per cent 
above last year. 

Number of Commercial Failures in April was 4 per cent 
below March but 4 per cent above April 1956, and for the 
first 4 months of the year was 12 per cent above last year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index was down 1 per cent in April from 
March but was 1 per cent above April 1956, and for the 
first 4 months of the year was 2 per cent above last year. 

Electric Power Production was down 3 per cent in April 
from March but was 7 per cent above April 1956, and for 
the first 4 months of the year was 5 per cent above 1956. 

Bituminous Coal Production was down 1 per cent in April 
from March but 5 per cent above April 1957. For the first 
4 months of the year, production was 2 per cent below 1956. 

Retail Sales were up 3 per cent in April from March, 9 
per cent from April 1956, and 5 per cent for the first 4 
months of the year.

IN OHIO 

Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were down fractionally in 
April from March but were 3 per cent above April 1956, 
and for the first 4 months of the year were 6 per cent above 
last year. 

Agricultural Income was up 3 per cent in April from 
March, was substantially the same as in April 1956, and 
for the first 4 months of the year was 3 per cent above 
last year. 

Electric Power Production was down 5 per cent in April 
from March and 2 per cent from April 1956, but for the 
first 4 months of the year was 1 per cent above 1956. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 7 per cent in April 
from March but was 4 per cent below April 1956, and for 
the first 4 months of the year was 11 per cent below last 
year. 

Retail Sales were up fractionally in April from March, 
were 2 per cent above April 1956, and for the first 4 months 
of the year were fractionally above last year. 

Department Store Sales were up 17 per cent in April 
from March and were 11 per cent above April 1956, but 
for the first 4 months of the year were 1 per cent below 
last year. 

New Passenger Automobile Registrations in 50 Ohio 
counties were down 11 per cent in April from March, but 
were fractionally above April 1956. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was down 15 per cent in April from March, 
27 per cent from April 1956, and for the first 4 months of 
the year was 17 per cent below last year.

Of Ohio’s eight metropolitan counties, only Mahoning 
had an average annual rate of population increase less than 
the Ohio average of 1.16 per cent per year over the period

less than the U. S. average of 1.22 per cent per year.

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AKRON 

Current manufacturing employment was consist- 
ently down 1 per cent from employment in the earlier 
periods compared, while manufacturing payrolls were 
up over earlier periods, 4 per cent over March, 10 per 
cent over April 1956, and 7 per cent over the first 
4 months of 1956. Total employment showed gains 
in the current months, and total payrolls showed 
gains similar to those in manufacturing. 

April bank debits decreased 4 per cent from March 
debits, but increased 8 per cent over April debits in 
1956. 

Consumption of industrial power in April was 5 
per cent greater than in March and 24 per cent 
greater than in April last year. 


CANTON 

Total employment in April was 1 per cent below 
employment in March and 2 per cent below employ- 
ment in April 1956. Year-to-date total employment 
was only fractionally lower than last year. Total 
payrolls in April were down 4 per cent and 3 per 
cent from payrolls in March 1957 and April 1956, re- 
spectively. Payrolls in the first 4 months of 1957 to- 
talled 2 per cent higher than payrolls in the corre- 
sponding months of 1956. 

Retail sales in April increased 6 per cent over sales 
in March and 5 per cent over sales in April a year 
ago. Cumulative sales in 1957 were a fraction of 1 
per cent higher than in 1956. 

April bank debits were 1 per cent lower than 
March debits, but were 3 per cent higher than April 
debits last year. 


CINCINNATI 

Total employment continued to vary only slightly 
from previous employment, despite shifts in em- 
ployment in the component categories. Total pay- 
rolls experienced greater changes, with a decrease of 
2 per cent from March and increases of 3 per cent 
and 5 per cent over the two periods last year. All 
payrolls were higher this year than last year. 

April retail sales were 13 per cent higher than 
March sales and 10 per cent higher than April sales 
in 1956, but year-to-date sales were 2 per cent lower 
than year-ago sales. 

Bank debits in April were down 2 per cent and 
fractionally from debits in March 1957 and April 
1956, respectively. 


CLEVELAND 

April total employment increased 1 per cent over 
March employment, and April total payrolls in- 
creased 2 per cent over March payrolls. In compari- 
sons with last year in both total employment and 
total payrolls month-to-month changes were identi- 
cal with year-to-year changes—up 4 per cent in em- 
ployment and up 10 per cent in payrolls. Largest 
per cent gains over last year occurred in construc- 
tion. 

Bank debits decreased 1 per cent in April from 
March, but increased 5 per cent over April 1956.

Total employment in April was 1 per cent higher 
than in March, but was 5 per cent lower than in 
April 1956. Year-to-date total employment was 4 
per cent below the level at the same point in 1956. 
April total payrolls decreased fractionally from 
March payrolls, but increased fractionally over April 
payrolls last year. Total payrolls in the first 4 
months of 1957 were 2 per cent higher than in the 
first 4 months of 1956. 


April retail sales were 8 per cent above March 
sales and 7 per cent above April sales a year ago. 
The 4-month sales total in 1957 was 2 per cent lower 
than in 1956. 


April bank debits increased 7 per cent over March 
debits and 4 per cent over April 1956 debits. 


DAYTON 

April manufacturing employment was down 2 per 
cent from March, and April manufacturing payrolls 
were down 6 per cent from March. Both manufac- 
turing employment and payrolls were down 9 per 
cent in April from year-ago April. Year-to-date de- 
creases were 6 per cent in manufacturing employ- 
ment and 5 per cent in manufacturing payrolls.

Current industrial power consumption was 3 per 
cent higher than in all 3 previous periods compared. 


YOUNGSTOWN 


Total employment in April increased 3 per cent 
over employment in both March 1957 and April 1956, 
and the 4-month employment figure in 1957 increased 
1 per cent over employment in 1956. Total payrolls 
in April were 1 per cent higher than in March and 
16 per cent higher than in April 1956. Total pay- 
rolls in the first 4 months of 1957 were also 16 per 
cent higher than in 1956. 


Bank debits in April were down 2 per cent from 
debits in March, but were up fractionally over debits 
in April 1956. Year-to-date debits in 1957 totalled 
9 per cent higher than in 1956.

adequately describes the data to which it is fitted, over the 
whole range of the data—i.e. that it is “good fit” or good 
description of the past; and 2) that the most probable Cuyahoga 
course in the future is that which prevailed in the past. 

Inspection of the county population data and their fitted 
trend lines as charted suggests that the first assumption 
would seem to be fairly well justified in the case of Cuya- 
hoga, Hamilton, Mahoning, Lucas, Stark, and Clark; less 
well justified in the cases of Summit, Butler, and Allen; 
and, in view of the distinct change in growth rates in the 
16 years since 1940, perhaps not justified in the cases of 
Montgomery and Franklin. 

Whether the second assumption, the historical analogy— 
that the future will be like the past—can be justified is, 
of course, the point around which all statistical estimating 
of the future turns, whatever the method used. __ 

The trend lines used here represent a geometric pro- 
gression—a constant rate of increase. Population is not 
likely to continue to increase at a constant rate indefinitely, 
or for a long period. Yet extrapolation over a shorter 
period may provide a useful guidepost in some instances. 
It may be reasoned that if a boom, a great depression, two 
wars, a reversal in the trend of birth rates, industrial ex- 
pansion and relocation during and after World War II, 
etc., did not make a county’s rate of population growth 
deviate significantly from the fitted trend line over the 
whole past 36-year period (as seems the case in several of 
the counties), then who is to say that anything will happen 
in the next 18 or 19 years to cause a significant departure 
from the extended trend line? 

On the other hand, the population growth of small areas 
may be strongly influenced by migration rates. Many 
local events, such as the closing of an industry, the loca- 
tion of a sizable new industry, the discovery or new de- 
velopment of new resources, etc. may suddenly change 
population migration into or from a local area and thus 
alter the growth rate of the total population. 

Mere extrapolation of a curve is not, therefore, a suffi- 
cient basis for population forecasts for small areas. There 
should be, in addition, careful consideration of underlying 
and modifying factors in the specific locality which are 
likely to alter the conditions for population growth in the 
future. —James C. Yocum 

1 The annual average rates of growth are the coefficients (minus 1) 
of the constant b in the equation, log Y = a + bx, which is the loga- 1920 
rithmic form of the equation to the exponential curve, Y = AB*. This 
type of curve, which pots as a straight line on a semi-logarithmic (or 
ratio) scale (as used here), was fitted to the actual data for each area
